Dr. Margaret Mead, world fa­ 
mous sociologist, anthropologist 
and former Bucks County resi­ 
dent, came home last night. 


She spoke to some 650 persons 
rn the Neshaminy High School 
auditorium, many of them school 
teachers and guidance counselors, 
as if they were sitting in her 
old 
farm 
house 
parlor 
near 
Doylestown. 


She gave them “heck” and they 
loved it. 


Dr. Mead was the guest of 
the Bucks County Counselors As 
sociation composed of 84 guid­ 
ance counselors who advise be­ 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 students 
in the Bucks County area. 


She Spared Nothing 


She spared the counselors noth 
ing. 


At one point she accused guid 
I ance counselors of urging girls 


with high math scores to study 
typing (believing that 
no girl 
could be a mathematician) and 
boys with no math ability to be­ 
come mathematicians. 


But first, with a slight smile 
and dry laugh she said, “There 
is an anti-school and anti-intellec­ 
tual spirit still persisting in Up­ 
per Bucks. It’s the same spirit 
that prompted my parents, when 
they bought our farm near Buck­ 
ingham Township to electrify the 
barn and not the house first.” 


Speaking without 
notes, 
she 
rambled somewhat but made good 
sense throughout. 


Parents Downgraded 


Her talk included the following 
comments: 


“There is a growing tendency 
in the United States to downgrade 
parents. Every year that I hear 
educators speak, parents are more 
ignorant—so the educators say.

Bristol Township's 
1963 - 64 
school budget is expected to ap­ 
proach $7,000,000 —■ an all-time 
high — but the taxes may not 
go up. 
That was the indication today 
as the township school board pre­ 
pared to wrestle with the budget 
tonight. A public meeting on the 
budget is set for 8 p.m. in the 
cafeteria of Benjamin Franklin 
lunier High School, Mill Creek 
Road, Levittown. 
Indications point to the board 
considering a tentative budget of 
$6,899,000, an increase of $445,000 
over last year’s budget. 
The board, if it enacts such a 
budget, may not be forced to 
raise taxes due to approximately 
$215,000 in unspent funds from 
last year, money from state re­ 
imbursements and about $59,000 
to be set aside as budgetary re­ 
serve in the 1963-64 budget. 
Bristol Township’s school real 
estate tax rate is 71 mills or 
ab^it $213 annually in taxes to 
the average homeowner. 
The school administration is ex­ 
pected to ask for approximately 
$345,000 in the budget to take 
care of state-mandated salary in­ 
creases for the township’s 450 
teachers '$90,000*, new teachers 
•$165,000* and new buses '$90,- 
000*. 
The school board earlier had 
considered imposing a one per­ 
cent wage tax to meet rising 
costs but public opposition to such 
a levy 
evidently 
changed 
the 
school directors’ minds.

The chief librarian for the Brit­ 
ish Cancer Research Council in 
London aid the term applied to 
the Pope’s illness “could mean 
cancer but not necessarily so.” 


“Technically,”

said, 
“ it 
means the development of abnor­ 
mal tissues, but also the develop­ 
ment of normal cells in the wrong 
place. 


“Neoplasia!, on the other hand, 
would mean 'new growth* and 
definite cancer. 
The Vatican’s 
use of ‘heteroplasy’ could be a 
euphemism.” 


Could Mean Anything 


Dr. J.G. Bennette, secretary of 
the British Association for Can­ 
cer Research, another 
leading 
cancer expert, said: 


“Gastric heteroplasy might be 
anything. It could mean cancer. 
Equally, it could not.” 


Vatican sources said at Ute 
same time that Pope John had 
suffered 
a 
particularly 
severe 
hemorrhage today and that his 
condition had become “critical.” 


Ready For God’s Will 


The Pope himself was aware of 
his condition and said he was 
prepared for God’s will, be it life 
or death. 


According to the Vatican an 
nouncement, the Pope said he 
was prepared “if God wants the 
sacrifice of the life of the pon 
tiff, that this be valuable to ob­ 
tain copious favors for the Ecu 
menical Council, the most holy 
church and humanity that aspires 
to peace.” 


The Vatican announcement said 
the pontiff was suffering from 
“eteroplasia gastrica,” which in 
English would be gastric heter­ 
oplasy, Eteroplasia is a Greek 
word 
which 
literally 
means 
“other 
growth” 
or 
“abnormal 
growth." 


VATICAN CITY 
(UPI) - A 
small group of cardinals — five 
Italians and one Armenian—have 
been consistently mentioned as 
possible successors to ailing Pope 
John XXIII. 


The question of succession has 
been asked, as with every Pope, 
almost from the time Pope John 
himself was elected in 1958 at 
the age of 76. 


Now’, with the Pope lying seri­ 
ously ill in the Vatican, it is 
being asked with new urgency 
all over the world. 


The answer lies beyond the 
knowledge of any person, includ­ 
ing 
Pope 
John 
himself. 
The 
papacy does not carry with it 
the right to choose one's own 
successor. 


The choice could fall to one of 
those considered leading contend­ 
ers or to someone whose name 
las not even come up. There is 
no way to foretell what the Col- 
ege of Cardinals will do when 
it meets in secret conclave to 
elect a new Pope. 


Probably the best example of 
the unpredictability of papal suc­ 
cession is Pope John himself. 
Almost no one had placed him 
among the “favorites” when the 
cardinals met in 1958 to choose 
the successor to Pope Pius XII. 


The name mentioned most often 
in speculation now is that of 
Giovanni Battista Cardinal Mon- 
tini, 
the 
65-year-old 
“ liberal” 
archbishop of Milan. 
Others are: 


—Peter Gregory Cardinal Aga- 
gianian, 67, the Armenian-born 
head of Catholic missionary ac­ 
tivities. 


—Giovanni Cardinal Urbani, 63, 
successor to Pope John as patri­ 
arch of Venice and the only

Many Changes 
She stated that this hard core 
of oldtimers doesn’t know what we 
have to be very careful we don’t 
misuse words in our language 
w h i c h 
continually 
undergoes 
change.” 
As an example she gave the 
word “enormity” which she said 
“before World War II meant 
something awful, now we use it 
almost as a compliment.” 
“When the language changes 
you must continually be on the 
alert,” she continued after warn 
ing those present that they should 
“learn 50 new words a month and 
pay special attention to the voca 
bulary of young boys interested 
in rockets and satellites. They’ll 
probably outstrip you as far as 
new word usage goes.” 
It Isn't True 
Dr. Mead said, “In the past the 
teacher was the mediator between 
new immigrant parents and the 
new world. Today, this isn’t true. 
Many teachers are, today, the 
first generation of educated people 
in their own home. 
“Today teachers usually don’ 
represent the old established or­ 
der. They usually don’t know 
what their students are learning 
at home. 
Dr. Mead offered such questions 
as: Do the students lock the bath­ 
room door in their homes? When 
do children go to bed? Do they 


people in the best environment to 
get some notion of how to answer 
these questions. 
Different World 
“This is the first period in 
American life where people are 
living in the world never lived in 
before.
